Upper jugular chain or 

jugulodigastric area 
(posterior auricular 

nodes): metastasis from 
nasopharynx 


Posterior triangle 

(posterior-triangle lymph 
nodes): metastasis from 

nasopharynx, posterior 
scalp, oar, temporal bone, 
or skull base 



Lower jugular chain area 
(supraclavicular nodes): 
metastasis from thyroid, 
piriform sinuses, upper 
esophagus; rarely, from 
primary tumor below clavicle 


Submandibular triangle 
(submandibular group); 
metastasis from anterior 
two thirds of tongue, floor 
of mouth, gums, mucosa 
of cheek 

~ Submental triangle 
(submental nodes): rarefy 
involved early, except in 
metastasis from cancer of lip 

Midjugular chain area (deep 
lateral cervical nodes): metastasis 
from any portion of oral cavity, 
pharynx or larynx (especially 
from growths in Waldeyerls 
tonsillar nng (nasopharynx, 
tonsil, base of tongue])

> Teeth loss with no apparent cause 


> None healed socket (after tooth extraction) 

> Numbness of chin & lip
